Not 
every week, but certainly as often as 
every month, something has appeared 
in’ the Townsman columns from’ her 
pen, and she has never written a word 
that*did not in her own peculiar way 
contribute something of value‘to the 
thought of the community.

columns for many years, and the fund of 

information that she had gathered, re- 

lating to practically every family of any 

importance claiming a relationship” to 

the town of Andover, became of-enor- 

mous. proportions. .Miss Abbott was a 

tireless worker, giving of her whole self 

to anything that she was interested in, 
with no thought of personal comfort or: 
profit, the sole key to her service being a 
desire on her part to render the best 
that was in her, 

While many feel it unfortunate that 
in some way she could not have had 
around her in her last‘hours friends who 
would desire to make her passing on 
more easy, it seems to the writer that 
she closed her work as she would wish. 
In the midst of the almost countless 
memoranda, thoroughly understood by 
herbut almost unintelligible to everybody 
else, without thought of her own per- 
sonal comfort because she, was so ab- 
sorbed in the things she was doing for 
other people, one can feel that she had 


‘| no suffering, but as one tired out, jotted 


Miss Abbott was intensely Andover. 
She knew the town and its people better 
than any living resident. She knew its 
history, the foundation stones upon 
which it was built, the type of super- 
structure that has been erected all the 
years since the first stones were placed, 
and out of that knowledge she com- 
mented and commended, she criti- 
cized and approved, she inspired and 
provoked, in a way that only she could. 
For many years she had lived the life 
of almost a recluse, appearing mostly at 
night, and yet in all of the things that 
had to do.with Andover’ history, day 
and night ‘were not enough for her to 
devote self and interest. 

She loved the outdoors, and as in 
éverything else that she loved, her love 
led her to know it thoroughly. Not a 
section of the town could hide its own 
peculiar wild flower from her gaze, at 
the season when it was at its best. She 
knew where the first flowers blossomed, 
she knew where the fare trees grew, she 
knew where nature smiled its brightest 
in whatever garment it might choose to 
wear at any and every season of the 
year. She not only knew all this, but 
she had a rare faculty of imparting that 
knowledge to people who were interested 
in the same subject. Sometimes it 
seemed as if she said too much about 

me things that she was deeply inter- 
ested in, but when one had left her and 
began to analyze the conversation, he 
easily realized that a master mind had 
controlled the discussion.

To Attend Dinner Given Leaders of 
Allied Armies 


F. Abbott Goodhue, son of Mrs. F. A. 
Goodhue of School street, and president 
of the International Acceptance Bank 
of New York City, is a member of the 
civilian committee organizing’ a dinner 
to be given in honor of French, British, 
Italian and Belgian officers among the 
most distinguished leaders of Allied 
Armies who are members of the Military 
Board of Allied Supply, at the Waldorf. 
Astoria, New York, this evening. 

‘The Military Board of Allied Supply 
was organized after the appointment of 
Marshal Foch as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Allied Armies in France to co- 
ordinate the services of those armies. 


The purpose of the approaching 
meeting of the board in this country is to 
agree upon a report which will present a 
composite picture of the supply and 
transportation systems of the Allied 
Armies in France as they existed at the 
time of the Armistice. The staffs of 
the different armies have been engaged 
upon this great work for the last two 
years, and the publication of their 
Teport which will be made in all the 
allied countries will be an invaluable 
contribution to the literature of the 
allied effort in the great war. 

All the members of-the committee 
who are organizing the dinner held of- 
ficial positions in France during the 
last year of the war that brought them 
in contact with the Military Board of 
Allied Supply. Mr. Goodhue was a 
member of the special committee which 
went to Europe after the war to in- 
vestigate financial credits in Europe.

In the same way, there is little to be 
said about the second question of fur- 
ther extension of the, sewerage system 
in Shawsheen Village. The buildings 
have been erected ahd they arein great 
need of connections that have only par- 
tially been provided. ‘There should be 
no difficulty in adjusting this situation 
to the best interests of the town, which 
will be served by serving the village. 

Undoubtedly the time has come when 
the town should take more time in its 
discussion of town matters at the regular 
annual town meeting. Toward this 
end the best contribution could be a 
division of the work in such a way that 
public matters would be discussed at a 
meeting supplementary to the regular 
election time. 

_ While all three matters would seem to 
be pretty one-sided as to the merits 
involved, we must still urge the im- 
portance of a large attendance, that the 
whole public may have a part in taking 
action, even though it be one-sided.
